The' program, ho snld, was 
drafted at the recent state convention 
of the organization at which delegates 
representing 25,329 Arkansas farm fam- 
ilies were present. 


Program Studied

Secretary Waldo- Frasier of the Ark- 
ansas Farm Bureau Federation that 
the legislative committee and the board 
of directors of the Farm Bureau have 
carefully studied the recommendations 
made at our convention and that these 
recommendations are the foundation 
of the Farm Bureau's legislative pro- 
gram," Mr. Huskey stated. 


"It is high time that the farmers of 


Arkansas 
consolidate 
their 
efforts 


through organization and offer, and 
militanlly support, legislation to cor- 
rect the injustices with which we are 
burdened. Too long has the farmer ast 
idly by and depended upon represen- 
tatives of other industries and the pro- 
fessions to protect his interests."

slowly, by drastic cutting off of ap- 
prenticeships, cut down the amount 
of available union labor.

No man now living epitomizes more

ner in a produce firm . .- . al 31 owner 
of a comfortable fortune and retired. 


That was Giannini's story in its 


first chapter—the story of an Italian 
boy who thought he was dona with 
justness at 31 and didn't want to be 
oo rich. 
However, though retired, he made 


some really inveslments and some 
money with them, He was made a di- 
•eclor in a bank and didn't like the 
way the bank was run, So in 1904, in 


single room in the Italian districl, 
iannini re-enlered business as a 


la'nker wilh $150,000 of his own money 
n Ihc bank. He called his institution 
Jie Bank of Italy. 


Then in 18 months the quake and 


fire swept San Francisco. Every bank 
building in the business section was 
n ruins or in flames.

Commandeering two' 
horse-drawn trucks from his old pro- 
duce firm, he filled one .with the bank's 
cash and securities and the oilier with 
ils slalioncry and forms and hauled 
it all over to his home in San Mateo 
and buried the treasure.

—Giannini began to have the ideas 
which render him significant, which 
renders the coming S.E.C. episode sig- 
nificant and which, in a way, consti- 
tute him a sort of national issue. 


For Giannini, seeing how easily and

Coughing and Nasal Conditions, in Children •Beat- 


Close Watching 


Until recently parents and physic- 


ians paid little attention to colds as 
they occured in children—the reason 
being that every child was expected 
to have certain amount of colds. 


Now, 
however, the development of 


new methods of study in medicine has 
ndicated that several conditions re- 
far more serious than an ordinary 
cold. For this reason the experts re- 
commend special attention to repeated 
colds which occur in children who are 
otherwise well, to children in whom 
a profuse nasal discharge is almost 
continuous to children who have sev- 
ere .coughing spells, pnrticulnrly at 
light, which are not explained by 
whooping cough or by any changes in 
he lungs, to children who frequently 
lave fevers in 'the afternoons and to 
those who suffer with constant lack 
if appetite. 
It has been found that in a good 


many of these cases the difficulty lies 
n chronic infectidns or intimations 
vithin the sinuses. 
There are several technical met- 


hods 
of 
investigating 
the sinuses 


which are useful and which have evid 
ence pointing to the sinus as th 
source of the disturbances chat hav 
been mentioned. One of these met- 
hods is • •transillumination. 


In this dnethod the child is. taken 


into a dark room and light is thrown 
tntto the sinuses which then become 
illuminated. If there are obstructions 
withm the sinuses, shadows will ap- 
pear which indicate to the physician 
that something is wrong. Then the 
sinuses may be studied by the use 
of the X-rny which will also show 
changes in the density of the bones a- 
round the sinuses and the presence of 
charibe within the sinuses. 


Some investigators have discover- 


ed that children with chronic inflam- 
mation of the sinuses may be divided 
ntto.two types; One includes children 
who are sensitive to various prot- 
ein substances. 


The general characteristic of this 


ype is a chronic watery secreation 
from the nose without, however very 
much physical illness. In such cases 
he rteeessary skin tests may demons- 
trate sensitivity to one or another 
protein substance and control of this 
actor may relieve the condition.

Corned beef and-cabbage, corned 


beef hash, and the; pld-fashipned New 


England "bolted dinner" nre fnvoriti 
dishes for cold winter days. Direc 
tlofls for preparing the meat are giv- 
en by Miss Gertrude E. Connnt, ex 
tension nutritionist, University of AT-. 
knnsas College of Agriculture. 


The pieces commonly used for corn- 


ing nre the plate, rump, cross ribs nnt 
brisket. The pieces should be cut ii 
convenient sizes, 5 or G inches square 
Cut them nil about the same thick- 
ness so they will mnke nn even layer 
in the container. 


Moat from'fat animals makes choice 


corned beef, Mis*. Cotiant says. I 
should'never be corned if the ment is 
frozen. 
Weigh the rnent-and allow 


Right pounds of snlt to each 100 pounds 
of ment. Sprinkle 'n layer of'snlt nbout 
'/i inch in depth over the bottom of the 
receptacle., Pnck the pieces of ment as 
closely as' possible, making n layer 
five or six inches in thickness. Add 
another layer-of salt nnd continue un- 
til nil of the ment is packed, leaving 
n goodly amount of snlt for the top 
layer. 


After the pack has stood'over night 


add the following solution: 4 pounds 
of sugar, 2 ounces baking sodn, 
ounces of salt petre, mix nnd dis- 
solve in one gallon tepid water. Three 
gallons more water should bo suf- 
ficient to cover 100 pounds of ment 
Keep the meat in the brine from J4 
to 20 dnys to secure thorough corn- 
ing. After the ment is conned, it may 
be packed into jars, covered With boil- 
ing water nnd processed 50 minutes 
tor qunrt jars or No. 3 cans. 


The best container for corned beef 


is a 10 or 15 gnllon stone crock ns it 
is easily cleaned nnd sterilized.- How- 
ever, tight barrels or kegs may bo'used 
providing they are thoroughly washed 
and scolded wilh boiling wnter. A 
wooden container should never be 
used but once for corning beef, Miss 
Coniint advises.'

As tho chickens arc dressed, save 


the feathers, which arc washed in 
warm suds, rinsed, nnd dried. Only 
the soft feathers>nre used. 


Tlie comfort is made by sewing the 


feathers from each chicken into a 
small bag 4 by 8 inches, finished. One 
hundred and forty of these bags will 
make n comfort 80 by 112 inches.
